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Alberta’s  International  Merchandise  Exports 
January  - December  2003 
Highlights 


Overview:  In  2003,  Alberta’s  international 

exports,  excluding  services,  increased  16.5% 
from  2002,  to  $56.7  billion.  Energy  products 
led  this  growth,  increasing  32%,  due  to  strong 
oil  and  gas  prices.  However,  international 
border  closures  to  Canadian  beef  and  cattle 
resulted  in  agricultural  exports  falling  sharply; 
primary  agricultural  (crops  and  livestock) 
exports  fell  by  21%  and  food,  feed  & 
beverages  dropped  by  19%.  In  the  fourth 
quarter,  Alberta’s  exports  decreased  3.1%, 
compared  to  the  same  period  in  2002.  Large 
gains  in  oriented  strand  board  (OSB),  wheat 
and  polyethylene  were  more  than  offset  by 
declines  in  natural  gas,  telecom  equipment  and 
refined  petroleum.  During  the  same  quarter, 
there  were  no  live  cattle  exports. 

Major  Commodities:  In  2003,  natural  gas  and 
propane  exports  rose  41%  and  20%, 
respectively,  as  higher  prices  more  than  offset 
lower  export  volumes.  Crude  oil  exports 
increased  25%,  as  both  volumes  and  prices 
increased.  Exports  of  beef  (fresh  and  frozen) 
and  live  cattle  decreased  34%  and  69%, 
respectively,  as  a result  of  border  closures. 
Exports  of  polyethylene,  OSB,  canola,  nickel, 
refined  petroleum  (e.g.  diesel  fuel)  and  acyclic 
hydrocarbons  were  sharply  higher.  Large 
decreases  were  registered  for  telecom 
equipment,  coal,  oil  pipeline,  and  methyl 
tertiary-butyl  ether  (MTBE). 

Exports  by  Industry:  Strong  prices  for  gas, 
oil  and  propane  resulted  in  mining  and  energy 
sector  exports  growing  by  32%.  At  the  same 
time  coal  exports  showed  a significant  decline 
due  to  lower  volumes.  Manufacturing  exports 
fell  by  6.5%,  because  of  large  declines  in  food, 
feed  & beverages  (beef),  computer  & 
electronic  products  (telecom  equipment),  and 
transportation  equipment.  Substantially  lower 
volumes  of  livestock  caused  a 21%  drop  in 
primary  agricultural  exports 

United  States:  In  2003,  exports  to  the  U.S. 
grew  19%,  primarily  as  a result  of  increases  in 
gas  and  oil  exports.  Large  increases  were  also 
noted  for  polyethylene,  OSB  and  acyclic 


hydrocarbons.  However,  large  declines  in  beef 
and  livestock  volumes  somewhat  tempered 
this  rise.  Exports  of  electronics  (e.g.  telecom) 
have  been  declining  since  2001,  falling  sharply 
by  36%  or  by  $545  million  in  2003.  As  well, 
California  has  phased  out  the  use  of  MTBE,  an 
ether-based  gasoline  additive,  resulting  in  a 
$311  million  export  loss. 

Asia:  Exports  to  Asia  fell  5.3%  as  a result  of 
large  declines  in  coal,  beef,  wheat,  ethylene 
glycol,  artificial  filament  tow  and  malt.  This 
was  partially  offset  by  strong  growth  in  Asian 
imports  of  canola,  pork  and  nickel.  Alberta’s 
ten  largest  Asian  trading  partners  imported 
less,  with  the  exception  of  the  Philippines  and 
Pakistan.  Exports  to  Japan  fell  by  6.1%  due  to 
lower  coal,  wood  pulp,  wheat  and  beef 
shipments,  and  to  China  by  0.9%,  as  a result 
of  lower  artificial  filament  tow,  ethylene  glycol, 
polyethylene  and  sulphur  shipments. 

Europe:  In  2003,  exports  to  Western  Europe 
increased  5.6%,  as  a result  of  increases  in 
nickel,  wheat  and  durum  wheat  exports. 
Exports  increased  to  the  United  Kingdom, 
Belgium,  Italy  and  the  Netherlands,  while 
shipments  to  Germany  and  France  declined. 
Exports  to  Eastern  European  countries  rose 
38%,  led  by  substantial  growth  in  imports  of  oil 
and  gas  field  equipment  by  Russia  and 
Azerbaijan. 

Latin  America:  Alberta  exports  to  South 
America  fell  8.6%  because  of  large  declines  in 
sales  of  wheat,  oil  and  gas  field  equipment, 
and  coal.  Central  American  imports  dropped 
by  9.2%  due  to  decreases  in  beef  and  diesel 
fuel.  Shipments  to  Mexico  fell  9.2%,  as  a 
result  of  declines  in  beef  and  milk  powder. 

Other  Regions:  Exports  to  the  Middle  East 
fell  4.9%,  as  a result  of  fewer  oil  and  gas  field 
machinery  exports.  African  imports  from 
Alberta  fell  6.7%  because  of  reduced  wheat 
and  durum  wheat  imports.  Exports  to  the 
Oceania  region  rose  by  41%,  due  to  increased 
imports  of  ethylene  polymers  and  gas 
compressors  by  Australia.
